fording the stream, we 


lunched on the spot where poor Van 
Arman, the mail carrier, crawled after 
being- mortally hurt and died, leaving- 
a hastily scribbled note telling- of an 
Indian attack and the death of his sol- 
dier escort. 
"That day, Sunday, we had a long 


and dangerous ride, particularly so at

Juan Point, where the 'Colonel.'

BERKELEY, Nov. 1.—As the result 


of the work of Assistant Entymologist 
Warren T. Clarke, of the University 
of 
California 
Agricultural 
College, 


that department issued yesterday a 
valuable 
bulletin 
on "The 
Peach 


Worm." 


Last'summer Mr. Clarke made some 


extensive 
investigations 
in 
Placer 


county. With Newcastle as his head- 
quarters, he visited all of the orchards 
in the adjoining county, studying the 
habits of the peach worm that had 
worked such havoc to the peaches of 
that vicinity. He found that it did 
no good to .wash or spray the trunks 
of the trees, as the worm did not work 
Its way up the tree as some worms 
do. Nor did the spraying that most 
of the farmers did dp much 
good. 


This was due to the fact 
that the 


spraying was done at the wrong time. 


Entymologist Clarke .studied care- 


fully the habits 
of th.,y insect. 
He 


found that the, moth dipt into the re- 
cesses of the bark of the tree and de- 
posited its egg. 
These 
eggs give 


birth to the destroying worm. And, 
as the eg-gs wore 
not 
affected by 


spraying, the problem became, when 
do the eggs hatch? 


To ascertain this, Mr. Clarke car- 


ried some of the twigs, upon which 
the eggs were, about with him next 
to his body. 
The heat of his body 


hatched them in about three days. 


Acting upon this discovery, Clarke 


advised the farmers to spray shortly 
after the first warm weather. 
Those 


who took his advice saved, practical- 
ly, their entire crop. 
The preceding 
year about sixty" per cent of the peach 
crop was lost. This year those who 
took 
Entymologist 
Clarke's 
advice 


lost less than one per cent.

Despite the queen's intense dislike of 
the people of this country she has re- 
quested Mrs. Stephens to paint her por- 
trait. Coming from Spain's queen moth, 
er this request Is a dectded tribute to 
the charm of the American woman, and 
to her knowledge of her art. 


The two met in Parts. The 
queen 


was there fof the first time since her 
marriag-e, twenty-three years ago.

is almost as long since Mrs. Stephens 
has 
visited the French capital. She

with her artist brother, 


Charles Stephens, and little son, Owen, 
enjoying a much-needed rest. 
When they met the queen forgot her 


dislike of the American nation in her

f-Oafrland Man Tells What He Saw in London, Rome 


and Berlin—Kisses the Blarney Stone and Listens 


to Legends of Killarney—Meets Cousin of the 


Lord Mayor of California. 


"There Is just one complete city In 


•v- 


the world, and that city is Paris," said 
former Senator Frank J. Moffitt, speak- 
ing of what he saw during his recent 
European 
tour. 
"People may 
talk 


^-"aboiut London and Berlin and Vienna 


ar.J-Rome, but none of them compares 
with Paris. New York, I believe, to be 
next to the French metropolis, and if 
sny city ever takes the place of Paris 
as the world's capital it will be New 
Tork. but at present it is far behind. 
Nowhere else is such perfection 
in 


everything seen. 


"In gratifying a desire I have cher- 


.^ fshed- for years of visiting the famous 


places of the Old World, my Imagina- 
tion 
led 
me straight to Paris 
It 


eclipsed all my expectations. The real- 
ity outstripped the pictures I had drawn 
in my iv.ind. There human taste, inge- 
nuity anrl public spirit have reached | 
the highest perfection. Paris is not I 
only beautiful and 
magnificent, it is [ 


the most wonderful creation of man's 
hands on the earth. . 


•'Crossing the Atlantic on the Kron 


Prlnz. the ocean was as calm as the 
bay\ of San Francisco. It was like go- 
Ing over on the Oakland ferry, except 
that the Kron Prinz is an immense 
floating palace with all the luxuries and 
conveniences to be found in the finest 
hotels. At Cherbourg I took a rickety 
train, not at all compirrabl3 to the pas- 
senger trains on first-class American 
roads, and In six hours was landed In 
Paris. The ride through the valley of 
Normandy is charming. The country is 
fertile and tilled like a garden. 
The 


roads are as clean as a floor and lined 
with trees, while the hedges are neatly 
trimmed, and the fields under 
the 


highest state of cultivation. 
I never 


saw anything more 
lovely or more 


prosperous looking in my 
life. We 


passed many places historically asso- 
ciated wi:h William 
the 
Conqueror. 


He reigned here nearly 
a 
thousand 


years ago, and ii still the chief historic 
.figure of the region, and many places 
are pointed out to the traveler where 
he performed some deed or fought some 
battle. 


VISITS NAPOLEON'S TOMB. 


"We got to Paris at midnight, and the 


first thing I did was to get a cab and 
drive to the tomb of Napoleon, situated 
at one end of the Hotel des Invalides, 
the splendid hospital for disabled sol- 
diers that he founded. 
I was deter- 
mined that this should be the first ob- 
ject of interest I visited in Paris, and I 


_ arr. glad 
I 
did it. 
Subsequently I 


found many things indicative of the 
grandeur ar.d genius of the great Em- 
peror. His monument is an exquisite 
structure, but the magnificent building 
beside it Is a better one, for it is an in- 
stitution that testifies to his devotion j 
to the soldiers who followed him so, 
faithfully. 
But I found that Napoleon i 
had left an indelible impress on France 
in a thousand ways—on the 
laws, the roads, the harbors, and the 
public Institutions such as hospitals, 
art galleries, libraries and monuments. 


. !He 
developed 
the 
best 
sugar 
industry 
and 
gave 
a 
direction 


to 
scientic 
and 
technical instruc- 
tion • that 
has 
placed 
France 
at the head of all other nations. Every- 
where it is told that Napoleon did this i 
or founded that. He literally recreated 1 
France after the old order had been j 


him. One of the evening papers said he 


•wrecked and trampled under foot. 


was in ill health, but that was all 
wrong, for I never saw him looking 
better or in more cheerful spirits. But. 
Ue Young is something of a crank, for 
he is perpetually hunting curios and 
works of art to send out to the museum 
In Golden Gate Park. When I met him 
he had been spending the whole day 
buying some historical cannon to ship 
out. 
Enriching the Park museum is a 


passion with him, and he likes to drag 
his friends about with him In search 
of relics and mementoes ot interest. 
"It is a common impression in this 


country that Paris is a city full of 
wickedness. 
That is nonsense. 
It Is 


a notion people get because there is no 
humbug about the Parisians. 
If you 


want, wickedness you can find it in 
plenty and of infinite variety. 
It is 


seductive and appeals to the depraved 
tastes of all lands. 
But Paris is no 
more a wicked city than it is a holy 
city, it is full of beautiful and holy 
things, and you don't have to search 
for them. 
On every side you see the 


highest development of human aspira- 
tion and 
the 
human Intellect. 
The 


prurient literature is mostly sold to for- 
eigners, and the places noted as being 
wicked are mainly patronized by visit- 
ors. 
These things are In Paris for peo- 


ple coming abroad to seek them. 
But 


so are the rare art treasures, the splen- 
did churches, sta'.ely monuments and 
the magnificent public buildings. Paris 
is full of things that exalt the soul and 
captivate the imagination, things which 
Instruct and please, and which prove 
that its inhabitants are rich In culture 
•end have hiprh ideals. They are 
the 


most patriotic people T ever saw, and 
their love for their children is tender- 
ness itself. 
When a man tells you 


about how wlr-ked Paris Is, ask him 
how'beautiful it Is and how noble are 
its monuments and its institutions. The 
wickedness is the wickedness of 
the 


great cosmopolitan city everywhere. 


NOTRE DAME CATHEDRAL. 


"I was much impressed by the treas- 


ures of the cathedral of Notre Dame, 
the most famous church In Paris. .It 
is to Paris what St. Peter's is to Rome, 
or St. Paul's to London. Medieval St. 
Denis on an island in the Seine Is the 
ancient 
burial 
place of the French 


kings, but has lost its distinction since 
the abolition of the Bourbon monarchy. 
The treasures in Notre Dame are worth 
many millions of dollars. The Cathe- 
dral itself is one of the grandest ecclesi- 
as'.icnl edifices in the world, but is not 
considered by art critics to be as fine 
a type of architecture as the Cathe- 
dral at Rheims. It is situated on the 
hanks of the Seine, of which it com- 
mands- 
a splendid 
view. I was sur- 


prised to find so many poor people wor- 
shipping in this splendid Cathedral. It 
was incongruous to see the very poor 
praying amid such splendor. 


"I went to the top of the Arc de Tri- 


omphe, which is situated on a com- 
manding eminence. One gets a superb 
view from this magnificent memorial 
erected by the' first Napoleon to the 
achievements of French valor. 
It is 


modeled after the famous arch erected1 
In Rome by Ccnstantine 
the

WHERE FOOTE PASTED TRUMAN. 


"I was very 
fortutifite 
In getting 


apartments looking- out on -the gardens 
of the Tuilerjps and the palace and gal- 
leries of the Louvre, filled with count- 
| le?s art treasures of priceless value. 
; One can walk in them for days and not 


j see a lithe Tit the objects of interest, 
pictures, statuary and bronzes of every 
description, representing 
the .art of 


every 
nation 
and every 
age. 
The 


Palaise-Royal Is a pathetic reminder of 
the complete passage of the Bourbon 
monarchy. 
This home of the ancient 


Kings is now given over to cheap lodg- 
ings and small trinket stores, patron- 
ized mostly by foreigners. On the main 
boulevard it is a common thing to see 
fully five thousand people, fashionably 
attired, sitting on the sidewalk, listen- 
ing to the music and drinking 'toffee, 
and 
sipping ices. 
This would look 


hoodlumish in America, but the best 
people in Paris do it. 


"In the Hotel de Ville Paris has the 
flnest city hall in the world. It is an 
immense 
palace. 
The French take 
great pride in their public building-s. In 
all France I dont think you can find a. 
.shabby or an inartistic 'public edifice. 
"I visited the Luxumbourg Palace and 
saw .its wealth (ft sculptures, and also 
the Cluny Museum, whfch is spoken of 
locally by. Billy Foote as Tom Clunie's 
Museum. We went to .the sacred spot 
whore Foote smote Ben Truman and 
reverently removed our hats while we" 
bedewed the hoiy,ground with tears in- 
memory of that historic'fistic encounter-, 
where the gory vintage of California 
was shefl in-deadly broil. * I understand 
the authorities intend erecting a rncinu- 
ment as a memorial of thafeplspdj,- "'• ' 
"Tiie.Latin. Quarter aojd tile BastUle, 


on the site of which stands a column, 
attracted my curiosity, but are not spe- 
cially interesting to the sightseer. 
The 


Latin Quarter is the haunt of the s,tu- 
dents, who come from every part of the 
globe to-study. It is a place full of 
memories, and associations, but it ap- 
peals to sentiment more than the eye. 
"Of course I went to the top of the 


Eiffel Toiver. 
Also to the Pantheon, 


under which are entombed trie heroes 


] of France. The paintings in the Pan- 
1 theon are beautiful beyond conception. 
i They all relate to St. . Genevleve, 
the 
| patron aaint of Paris, and the walls 
I are covered with pictures representing 
j the marvellous things she performed. 


j her wonderful cures, and her deeds of 
| mercy. 
Another interesting structure 
is the Church of the Madelain-e, where 
the bodies of Charles Fair and his wife 
My in state till they were shipped to 
America. It is copied from the pagan 
temples of Greece, and from the outsid 
has no resemblance to a church. In its 
whole vast length there is not a win- 
dow. 
It was built, I was told, as a 


place of sacred refuge in times of riot 
and revolution, and in the days of the 
revolution 
thousands 
sought 
safety 


within 
its 
walls. The Grand Opera 
House is a marvel. It cost $20.000,000. 
Beyond comparison it surpasses any- 
thing of Its kind in the world. It was 
built and is maintained by the govern- 
ment, and is dedicated to operatic mu- 
sic. 


A HINT FO ROAKLAND. 


"I rode in the underground cars, and 


then I realized that the scheme of F. 
M. Smith, the Borax King, of tunnel- 
ling 
under San Francisco Bay is not 


only feasible, but is the proper thing Lo 
do. The underground tunnel in Paris is 
porcelain lined, brilliantly lihted 
by 


electricity 
and 
ventilated 
perfectly. 
There is no dust, no smoke and no dirt. 
Everything is as clean and fresh ,?.s a 
parlor, and there are no delays. 
For 


cleanliness and convenience the surface 
cars do not compare.with them. If we 
had a road of that kind under the bay 
the 
trip 
between Oakland and San 
Francisco would not take half the time, 
and the waits at the ferry house would 
be obviated. Mr. Smith's scheme is the 
greatest thing ever proposed, and it Is 
sure to be carried out some time. 


"At Vei-sailles, a. short distance from 


Paris, where the Bou'rbon king's used to 
reside, I found many things to interest 
me. 
It is full of mementos 
of Louis 


XIV"and of Marie Antoinette, but what 
struck me most was the paintings of 
the famous battles. There I saw a pic- 
ture of every great battle in which' the 
French 
were 
victorious. 
In France 


they 
try 
to forget battles they lost. 


While 
there I learned an interesting 


fac't about our own Washington, with 
which I think most Americans are not 
acquainted. Washington is a popular 
hero in France, and his picture appears 
at Versellles as a French commander, 
which in truth he was. 
When Louis 


XVI 
sent General Rochambeau out 


with an army to'assist the colonies In 
the American Revolution, it was neces- 
sary to get around a law of France 
whfch forbade any French general to 
serve under a foreign commander. 
It 


was 
quite out of the 
question for 


Washington to serve as a subordinate 
of the French general. 
So, adopting 


a 
suggestion of old Ben Franklin's. 


King Louis commissioned Washington 
a 
Lieutenant General in the French 


army, and as such he commanded the 
troops under Rochambeau. Therefore 
in French military history the battle 
of Yorktown was a French victory, and 
Cornwallls 
surrendered 
to a French 
general. 


"I 
couldn't 
begin 
to describe the 


Rights of Paris, for it is a work of 
months to see them all, and I shall 
not try. 
THE FRENCH LIKE AMERICANS. 
"The French people are very fond of 


the Americans. I happened to be in the 
Casino Theater in Paris when 
Miss 


Lois 
Fuller, was giving her 
famous 


dance. 
As Miss Fuller's exhibition is 


one of the most artistic and attractive 
things in the world. I do not wonder 
that the French people went perfectly 
crazy. They cheered her. 
a.pplauded 


her and kept her on the stage until 1 
wondered at her endurance. The fact 
that 
Miss Fuller was an American 
who pleased the French, and I 
felt 


rather proud of her myself. 
But 
tilt 
French are not always complimentary 
to us because some of our ways appear 
foolish and strange to them. We are 
i 
apt to speak oC Frenchmen as crazy,, 
but 
we have none the best of the 
French. In France they call us "crazy 
Americans," and there is quite a good 
reason for it. To give you an idea in 
a small way I speak of the matter of 
tipping. It-is pretty hard for an hon- 
est American to give anyone a tip o£ 
less than a quarter. 
Over there they 


tip a few centimes. When it takes 100 
centimes to make a quarter, you will 
understand how small the tip is. Amer- 
icans go through and buy things simply 
because they are odd. New York City 
furnishes just as many beautiful things 
as Paris, but it Is the oddity that takes 
the American dollar. 


"Some idea of what it costs to live 


in Paris may be had when I tell you 
that a peach at the Annonouville Res- 
taurant cost ten francs or two dollars, 
—and the peaches are worth it, for i 
never saw or ate such fruit in my life. 
In horticulture the French excel 
all 


other people, and the superior excellence 
of their fruit is due to scientific propa- 
gation and cultivation. 


"One can keep pretty well posted on 


European events by reading the Purls 
edition of the New York Herald which 
reaches every little town in Europe as 
quickly 
as 
transportation can get it 
over. 


"It Is no trouble" to Cine] people who 


can communicate with you in any part 
of Paris and an American twenty dollar 
gold piece speaks the language of any 
countryjn the world. 


ST. PETER'S IN ROME. 


"I went to Rome in the wrong time 


of the year, and found it" very hot. As 
we ran through the south of France, 
the country seemed perfect. Its loveli- 
ness must be seen to be appreciated. 
After 
passing 
through the Alps we 


came to Turin in Piedmont, the ancient 
capital of Savoy. I was surprised 
to 


find it a magnificent modern city, pro- 
gressive and up-todate. Thence we ran 
down between the Mediterranean Sea 
and .the marble cliffs of the Appenines 
leaving 
Genoa 
to the right and 


Florence to the left, till we came 
to 


Rorne?-- St. Peter's was the first place 
I went to see. It is an unwritten law 
that the tourist mu'St visit St. Peter's 
the first thin-g. he does in Rome and 
visit it again the-,last, thing 'before1 go- 
ing away. I was''fto exception to the 
rule. St. Peter's oveflKhelms you when 
you first enter, and tl*n its vastness: 
grows on you as you *gin to realize] 
tBe tmmeuEe distances ••thin its walls. I 


no one c.an Imagine Its vastness and 
grandeur without seeing it. Within its 
walls are to be seen the masterpieces 
of 
the world's greatest artists. The 


powers 
of the brush and the chisel 
have been exhausted in the interior dec- 
oration. In fresco are allegorical pic- 
tures of sacred scenes and subjects by 
the hands of the 'old masters, among 
them Raphael and Michael Angelo. 
"A fit companion to St. Peter's is the 


Vatican, the palace of the Pope.. It Is 
an enormous structure, within which 
the Pontiff holds reg-al state. It is also 
full of art treasures, and reeks with 
the handiwork of Michael Angelo and 
Raphael. 


"I visited the Pantheon, and walked 


o\*er the Forum, where Mark Antony 
delivered his oration over the bier of 
Caesar, and paid my respects to the 
tomb of Romulus, the fabled founder of 
Rome, not forgetting a tip to a descen- 
dant of the Gracchi who had forgotten 
who 
his ancestors -were. I saw the 


Colosseum by daylight and moonlight, 
and it was certainly once a marvelous 
structure. 
Think of an amphitheater 


capable of seating 87,000 people! It is a 
ruin now. Many historic structures in 
Rome have been allowed to fall into 
decay or have been despoiled by vandal 
hands, but the Romans have begun to 
realize that these historic remains are 
their richest possession, and they are 
now preserving and restoring them. 


"Just outside the walls of Rome is St. 
Paul's, the second church in the world. 
Only St. Peter's exceeds it in size. If 
St. Peter's did not overshadow it, St. 
Paul's would be one of the marvels of 
Europe. 


'I' spent an hour in the Catacombs, 


where they used to bury the dead, es- 
corted by a monk, who told me many 
legends of this abode of the dead. 
The 


law now forbids any interments within 
the city limits. So strict is this • law 
that the last Pone. Pius IX, could -not 
be buried in St. Peter's where the Su- 
preme Pontiffs have been interred for 
nearly two thousand years. When the 
present Pope dies he will have to be 
buried oufside the Holy City, unless 
the King of Italy grants special per- 
mission to lay his remains in St. Peter's. 
In case permission is granted 
it 
is 


likely to raise a great disturbance. 


"The Scala is one of the sights of 


Rome. 
It is a narrow stairway, 
up 


which the pilgrims climb on their knees 
muttering a prayer on every step. 
A 


string of devotees were going through 
this performance while I was there. The 
famous 
Appian 
Way, 
along which 


Caesar came after the defeat and death 
of Pompey, is a narrow little thorough- 
fare paved with 
Belgian 
blocks. 
It 


runs straight to Naples. 


THE PLACE OF SKULLS. 


"I was never in such a hideous place 


in my life as the 
cemetery 
under- 


neath the Church of the 
Capauchins, 


where they used to bury the friars of 
the Capauchin order. Its walls, arches, 
ceilings and pillars are built of human 
skulls. 
They grin at you in myriads 


from every side. 
It was 
a revolting 


sight, but it is only a show place now. 


"The arch of the Emperor Constan- 


tine, who made Christianity the pre- 
vailing religion of the Roman Empire, 
is an object of interest, but it is far 
inferior to the copy erected by Napo- 
leon in Paris. 


"It is a strange feeling that comes 


over one to be in a city as I was In 
Rome and see men and women looking 
like people we see at home, all rushing 
about their business and ready to do 
business, but to whom you can 
not 


speak. 


"I did not 
see 
where 
Europeans 


dressed very different from Americans. 
In the suburban districts in Germany, 
the women wear occasionally wooden 
shoes, but it is the exception. Wooden 
shoes are not so bad either. 
I tried 


on a pair. 


"I missed seeing Father McSweeney 


by a couple of days. He had been in 
Roma, but departed just before I ar- 
rived. I would have been delighted 'to 
have seen him, for he could have told 
me many 
things about the Eternal 


City not found in the guide books, and 
a sight of his friendly face would have 
been like a letter from home. 


"Beads are on sale everywhere 
in 


Rome. 
Every tourist 
buys some, 


brought home a lot that were blessed 
by the Pope as is attested by the sig- 
nature of the Cardinal Secretary to His 
Holiness. 


"The beggars of Rome 
beat 
any- 


thing I ever saw. They are as thick as 
flies. A beggar boy will follow a cara- 
van on a run all day. 
His endurance 


is remarkable, but a couple 
of cop- 


pers satisllfs him. It is 
hard 
work 


begging in Rome, but they seem to like 
il. 


"Rome is overrun with monks, an Or- 


der of the church 
below 
that of 


priest. They are shoeless and almost 
clothelcss. 
They live by begging and 


struck me as being a great nuisance. 
They are there, however, and alive and 
must be cared for. 


"Most of the fine palaces of Rome are 


built from stone taken from the Forum 
,'inrl Colesseum. I stood at the place 
where Brutus stabbed Caesar. 
It was 


not in the Forum as is generally be- 
lieved. 


From Rome 
I 
crossed 
the Alps 


again by way of Turin and proceeded 
to London. 
Its chief cnaracteristic is 


its immensity. Many of its fine build- 
ings are hard by squalid alleys, and a 
large part of it seems thrown togeth- 
er. But London is a great city. They 
are behind 
over 
there 
in nothing, 


though they are a little slower. They 
have a different way of doing things 
from the Americans, but 
they 
get 


there just the same. We have nothing 
"on" John Bull. 


OFF FOR LONDON. 


"Sqme things don't come up to your 


expectations, however. I had been led 
to believe that English roast beef was 
the best thing of its kind to be 
had 


any where. The roast beef of old Eng- 
land at the Carlton Hotel cost about 
five times as much as at the Palace 
Hotel, San Francisco, and is not half so 
good. By the way, the Palace Hotel in 
San Francisco is quite as good as any- 
thing in the line I saw in Europe. 


"St. Paul's Cathedral is not so large 


nor so beautiful as St. Peter's, but is 
one of the great church buildings of 
the world for all that. 
In it are col- 


umns to the Duke of Wellington, Lord 
Melbourne rind 
Sir 
Charles 
Napier. 


As all Americans do I went to West- 
minster Abbey and the Tower of Lon- 
don, which is said to have been the site 
of a fort in the days of Queen Boadlcea, 
afterwards a Roman fortress and last- 
ly a keep of the 
Norinon conqueror. 


Its authentic history begins with the 
Norman conquest. It is full of quaint 
armor and arms., and contains relics 
of every notable eve.nt in English his- 
tory for more than six hundred years. 
It is a vast pile, now preserved as a 
sort of museum. 


SITS IN JOHNSON'S CHAIR. 


"At the Cheshire Cheese I sat In the 


chair that was once the favorite seat 
of Dr. Samuel Johnson. The Cheshire 
Cheese is an old inn, once the favorite 
haunt of Dr. Johnson, Goldsmith 
and 


other kindred spirits. It is patronized 
now mostly by Americans, who come in 
great numbers to the place because ot 
its literary associations. 


"The 
Houses "of 
Parliament 
are 


thrown opeir'to visitors tin Saturdays, 
and I took them in to see the work- 
ings of English legislators. They are 
imposing structures, but the methods 
of the House of Commons are not so 
dignified as bur Congress. 


"I tried to look through the British 


museum; but concluded I couldn't get 
through with a six months' job in two 
days. It: cpntajns ja wonderful collec- 
tion, ot things thatjjnterest. The Sank 
i •-. 


of England, London Bridge, Black 
Friars' Bridge and the port and docks 
around Fleet street all Interested me, 
but I could only give them a hurried 
attention. 


"The Strand and Waterloo bridge In 


the west end are well worth seeing. 
Particularly so is Trafalgar 
Square 


and the 
Nelson 
column. 
Pall Mall, 


Piccadilly and 
Regent 
street 
were 
sights I shall never forget. They give 
you an idea of the vast population of 
London. 
I drove through ""'Regents' 


Park, which you cannot enter without 
a coachman in livery. The Albert me- 
morial erected by Queen Victoria 
in 


Hyde Park in memory of her husband 
is a splendid structure. 
Regent and 


Hyde Parks are about the finest in the 
world. 
The private mansions around 


Hyde Park are 
palatial, 
suggesting 


opulence and splendor. 


"I drove out fifteen miles to the Star 


and Garter and had dinner. Fully five 
thousand teams were 
out 
there the 


Sunday of our visit. It is a magnificent 
place, but the dinner was not partic- 
ularly good. After you have been 
in 


Paris, London cookery doesn't hit the 
right spot. 
The table in English ho- 


tels is not as good as in New York, and 
is far behind Paris. 


A DIRTY DICK'S. 


"I went to a place called Dirty Dick's. 


It's an odd sort of joint, built in 1745, 
anrl is referred 
to 
by 
Dickens in 


"Household Words." There is a pa- 
thetic story 
about 
how it 
became 


known as Dirty Dick's, but its too long 
to tell now,i I took in all the London 
theaters. The London music hall beats 
anything of its kind on either side of 
the Atlantic. At the 
Hippodrome 
I 


witnessed the most realistic exhibition 
I ever witnessed on the stage. A six- 
horse coach drives on a bridge which 
gives away with a crash, letting horses, 
coach and passengers go floundering 
in the water. At this juncture the hero 
plunges in and saves the heroine with 
the usual result of "bless you my chil- 
dren," and a fee to the parson. 
Its a 


howling success, too. 


"On getting to London 
I speedily 


found that there are two kinds of Eng- 
lish—London in English and American 
English. They are about as much alike 
as an Irishman's brogue is like "You 
Yonson's" lingo. It is not without dif- 
ficulty that the newly arrived American 
understands London speech. 
They 


seem to have caught it from the fog 
over there, for an East London coster- 
monger's gab is hardly more intelli- 
gible to an American than Chinook. 


"The English people refer to 
the 


Americans as 'Yanks.' Those Europe- 
ans, .who have not seen the tall build- 
ings of America or who have not seen 
pictures of them, do not believe you 
when you tell them 
that 
there 
ar? 


buildings by the score twenty stories 
high in this country.. 


"In London they simply overdo you 


with politeness. 
It 
is 'thank 
you,' 


'thank you.' 'thank you': if you inSet 
a person on the street and turn out as 
you ought to, you are greeted 
with 


thank you. It is thank you, when S'ou 
get into a hack and thank you when 
you get out. 
The cabmen in London 
:harge you all you will stand for, but 
n Berlin, it is quite the 
other j way. 


They have a law there which compels 
hackmen to carry what is known as a 
'tax meter.' It indicates the number of 
miles you have ridden, the number of 
minutes it has taken and exactly what 
you have to pay. 
It is marked 
as 


plainly to you as the nickle in the slot 
machine registers the amount of your 
gamble. 


v DUBLIN A FINE CITY. 


"Leaving London, I went to dear 


old Ireland. Landed at Dublin, which 
I found to be a thoroughly' up-to-date, 
modern city, full of life and business 
activity. Its electric car service is as 
good as anything in America. 
The 


view up 
Sackville 
street, 
from the 


O'Connell 
bridge, 
is 
unsurpassed. 


The monuments to Daniel O'Connell 
and Lord Nelson are quite the equals 
of anything of the 
kind in Europe. 


The general postofflce and the Bank 
of Ireland, formerly 
the 
Houses of 


Parliament, are magnificent 
concep- 


tions of architecture. 
Trinity 
Col- 


lege and College Green are highly in- 
teresting, and the National Library of 
Science and Art 
is not surpassed in 


Europe. 
When I looked around at 


the splendid buildings and costly pri- 
vate mansions, I wondered why peo- 
ple spoke of Ireland 
are poor, for all 


round me I saw 
the 
evidences of 


wealth. 
"St. Patrick's Cathedral is one of 


the finest churches in Europe. Jona- 
than Swift, 
the 
celebrated satirist, 


was once its dean. Phoenix Park will 
compare with the finest parks in Eu- 
rope. 
The spot where Cavendish and 


Burke were murdered is marked by a. 
monument. 
All 
Irishmen 
unite in 


condemning that horrible deed, and it 
is universally spoken of with shame 
and regret. 
Kingston, 
the 
port 
of 


Dublin, and Kilkiney Hill are at the 
approach of the city, which lies back 
from the sea on the Liffey, and are 
exceedingly interesting. 
Probably the 


largest porter brewing house in the 
world is in Dublin. 
Guinness' porter, 


the best brewed, is made there. 
The 


establishment has yielded a score of 
immense fortunes. 


'After seeing the sights of Dublin, 


I took the train for the south of Ire- 
land. A ride of six hours brought me 
to Cork, the land of blarney, sweet 
Killarney and golden butter. Ireland 
well deserves to be called Green Erin, 
for it Is the greenest country I ever 
saw. 
It is a rich 
dark, 
glossy, vel- 


vety green. 
Even the rocks are coat- 


ed with green moss and the shrub- 
growth has a dark-green foliage that 
corresponds with the 
emerald land- 


scape. 
Unfortunately, much 
of the 


richest land is given over to pasturage, 
the landlords preferring to raise cat- 
tle to having tenants 
who 
object fcf 
rack renting. 


IN DEAR OLD CORK. 


"Cork is a 
thriving, active 
little 


city, with several fine hotels, where 
the service is good and the table ex- 
cellent. While I was there a world's' 
fair was in progress that would have 
done credit to a 
city ten 
times its 


size. Ex-Mayor Phelan of San Fran- 
cisco visited Cork just ahead of me, 
and I heard of him whereven I went. 
He visited the 
Lakes 
of Killarney, 


kissed the Blarney stone and 
acted 


like a true American gentleman of 
fine old Irish stock. • The Irish 
are 


all glad to see an American. 
Just 


say you are from America and you've 
friends galore, ready to share what 
they have got with you and fight for 
you if necessary. I am sorry to say 
that too many of them can spare hard- 
knocks better than anything else, for 
the people of the south of Ireland are 
poor and discontented, but, strange to 
say, rollicking. 
They love America 


and Americans, and everybody there 
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seemed to feel as sad about McKln- 
ley's death as we did when he was 
killed. 
'1 took a jaunting car and started 


for Blarney castle. 
The drivr«-, who 
was also a guide, \vas named Cronin, 
and a handy, ready-tongued chap he 
was, too.. 
He was quite well educat- 


ed, and had a stock of stories that 
he related with great drollery.

in had two great desires unfulfilled. 
He wanted to come 
to America and 


fight England. 
It was his ambition 


to get money enough to bring him to 
this country.

cast over Father Prout. 


"When I started 
to the Lakes of 


Killarney, I hired another jaunting- 
car, driven by one Martin Eagan, who 
was blessed with 
fourteen 
children 


and received the munificent wage of 
a shilling a rhiy, and 
withal was as 


merry a. sotil as ever peeked a potato 
or twirled 
a black 
thorn 
at a fair. 


He was chuck full of anecdote, wit 
and local history, with a spice of su- 
perstition thrown in. He half believ-

"On the way, he jerked his thumb 


over

he."'Well, what of It?' I again ques- 
tioned. 
" 'One of .thim towers is whisky and 


the other is porter,' he replied, with 
a. droll twinkle in his eye. 


"Then he explained that one of the 


towers had been built by a wealthy 
distiller, and that the other was erect- 
ed by a rich brewer. 
'So. we calls 


'em whisky and porter,' he added. 


HOW ROSS CASTLE FELL. 


"Eagan showed 
his 
superstitious 


bent when we visited 
the ruins of 


Muckross Abbey, a famous monastery 
erected by the Franciscan monks In 
the fifteenth century. 
It must have 


been a splendid structure in its day, 
A vault in the Abbey was. in ancient 
times, the burial place of the families 
of two celebrated Irish chieftains. An 
immense yew tree, thirteen 
feet in 


diameter, grows In the center of the 
Abbey. 
A local superstitution has It 
that any person 
who plucks a leaf 


from that tree will die in a year. 
I was going inside, but Eagan, .who 
had told me of the deadly character 
of the tree,.was so afraid I would not 
heed his warning that he followed me 
in, telling me all the time to beware 
o f t h e tree.

covered ruin. Eagan told me an, in- 
teresting story of how it fell from Its 
former high estate.

Ludlow, who commanded the Parlia- 
mentary forces, beseiged Ross Castle 
In vain, till he

gave way to superstitious terror and 
yielded 
without 
a struggle.

" 'The O'Donoghue comes here ivery 


night.' said he. 
" 'Why, man, he's been dead over 


three hundred years,' I said. 
" 'Och, yis, I know, but he comes 


ivery night, just the same, rldin' a 
big white horse,' persisted Eagan. 


"'Did you aver see him?" I asked. 
" 'No, but me father 
and 
mother 


saw him,' and Eagan crossed himself, 
as if to exorcise the phantom. 
"I visited the Devil's Punch Bowl, a 


gem of a lake on the top of a moun- 
tain, O'SuIlivan's Cascade, and 
the 


Devil's Bit, a gap In the top of an- 
other mountain. Local legend has it 
that the devil bit a 
piece out of the 


mountain top and spac it into the 
Lake of KiUarney. The little islet in 
the lake called Devil's Island is al- 
leged ot he the bite Satan took out of 
the mountain. 


THE LORD MAYOR'S COUSIN. 
"I got into a boat to go through 


the rapids to . the 
Meeting 
of the 


Waters, of which Tom 
Moore sang, 


and found that the boatman was nam- 
td Pat Courtney. 
"'I know a great man in 
America 


named Courtney,' I said. 
" 'ludade,' said Pat, I've got a cousin 


in America, an' he's 
Lord Mayor 
of 


California.' 


"It did not take me long to find out 


that the aforesaid cousin was no other 
than Councilman W. P. Courtney of 
Oakland. 


"The whole lake region of Killarney 


abounds in scenes of entrancing love- 
liness. The lakes are three in number 
and are set in the heart of the mount- 
ains, which are penetrated 
by glens 


full o£ wild beauty. 
The lakes 
are 


formed by numerous minor lakes and 
streams in the mountains, and wind 
through the craggy peaks in a way to 
give the most picturesque effects. The 
man who wrote: 
" 'Angels fold their wings and rest, 


In that Eden of the West, 


Beauty's home, Killarney.' 


"Knew what he was talking about. 


I never saw anything so poetic and 
charming In all my 
life. 
There is 


grander scenery, but no spot where na- 
ture is entirely so lovely. Sir Walter 
Scott, who loved the lakes of Scotland, 
visited Killarney and was so captivated 
that he wrote a poem about the meet- 
ing of the waters. 
"In the town of Killarney the flnest 
Irish point lace is made. This precious 
stuff is sold for S50 to $300 per yard. 


"Kenmare House, near the lakes of 


Killarney, is an elegant manor house, 
the seat of the Earl of Kenmare, 
an 


English nobleman. 
When you see it 


and the state it is kept in you will un> 
derstand why the peasant farmers are 
so poor. Nearly all goes to the land- 
lord. 
"Blarney Castle came very near fall- 


ing into the hands of an American. It 
belonged to a spendthrift young ab- 
sentee landlord, who proposed to sell i 
to anybody who would pay a big price 
A wealthy American was about to con- 
clude a bargain when one of the Guin- 
nesses of Dublin stepped in and bought 
the place. He has practically dedicate 
it to the public, only a small fee being 
charged to visitors to keep the proper- 
ty up. 
"I was surprised to see how 
little 


brogue there was in the speech of the 
Irish around Cork. They are all brigh 
and are fairly well educated, too. 


"In Cork I saw a fine monument to 


Father Matthew, the great Irish tem- 
perance apostle. 
There are a number 


of elegant public buildings in the city 
Cork is the great butter market 
Ireland. 
It is beautiful 
rich 
yello\\ 


stuff, for the rich moist herbage of th 
south of Ireland is splendid 
dairying 


feed. 
Showers are almst of daily oc- 


currence and that accounts for the In- 
tense greenness of the vegetation.

The 
very fine thread Is made of flax grown 
in Brabant, and spun in dark, damp, 
underground rooms, where no dry air 
can affect the threads. It is the extra- 
ordinary fineness of the thread that 
fixes the high price of the lace, and the 
impossibility lof 
getting it 
elsewhere 


gives Brussels its monopoly. 
Apropos 


of Brussels lace there Is a pretty story 
told. 
One Brussels producer, after the 


battle of Waterloo, opened his factory 
to the wounded soldiers and provided 
nurses and every possible comfort '<:o 
the forty soldiers sheltered there. 
As 


a consequence, when he resumed work 
once more, all the English ladles that 
passed through the city crowded his 
shop to buy laces of the man that had 
succoVed their husbands and brothers, 
so that he became rich. 


France has always been fond of lace. 


The earliest record of lace being- the 
fashion is in 1540. Courtiers-and ladies 
alike wore ruffs and cuffs. 
The gentle- 


men of the day even filled in the tops 
of their boots with ruffles of Genoa

fecundity. The fruit has also its as- 
sociation with the hymeneal altar, as 
the golden apple presented by Jupiter, 
to Juno on the day of their nuptials 
is supposed to, have beenxan orange. In 
Sardinia it is customary to attach or- 
anges to the horni of the oxen which 
draw the nuptial conveyance. Brides 
and bridegrooms also are 
sprinkled 


with orange fiou-cr water, and in an- 
cient times the bridal bed was deco- 
rated with sprigs or resomary and or- 
ange 
blossoms. The 
Germans, who 


use wreaths of myrtle, consider this 
vine symbolic of purity and fertility, 
and for the same reason the Roman 
bridegroom wore a crown of myrtle, 
while the bride's wreath was of roses 
and myrtle. 
Myrtle was said to be. a 


favorite of Venus, the godde.3 of love, 
and is symbolic of love. In Prussia, 
however, it Is held to be an evil omen 
for a bride to plant myrtle, and in 
other parts of the German empire ver- 
bena wreaths replace .trie myrtle. In 
other pares of this same country a hat 
made of verbenas is presented to the 
new-made 
wife, 
and is supposed 
to 


place her under the special protection 
of Venus Victrix. 


In former times rosemary was con- 


sidered the bridal flower, and was en- 
twined in wreaths and dipped in scent- 
ed water. In Greece the altar is en- 
twined with ivy, and the priest pre- 
sents a branch.to both the bride and 
bridegroom as a symbol of the indis- 
soluble knot of matrimony, while the 
wreaths of the bridal couple are, in 
some parts of this land, composed of 
poppies. In old Roma.n times, poppy 
wreaths w^ere only worn by married 
women, supposed to indicate, by their 


brightness, the joy and happine 
married life.
